ANGEL OF THE BOLSHEVIK!

OLONEL Win. Boyce Thompson is credited with having con- 
tributed a million dollars to the Bolsheviki cause, whiie in 


Russia at the head of the Red Cross Mission. 


If this story is true Colonel -Thompson has set an example, 


which might well be emulated by his fellow copper magnates. 
For it is reported that the money was largely spent by the Bol- 
sheviki in carrying on propaganda against'the Kaiser among the 
German working class. While Col. Thompson was spending his 
money in an effort to unhorse the Kaiser, liberate the German 
working chiss, and thus make the whole-world safe for democ- 
racy, his co.-workers in-the realm of copper were engaged in driv- 
ing into boridage'the workingmen in Bisbee and Butte, and mak- 


/ ing those regions, safer f-or an autocracy of wealth that is be- 


coming nearly as-menacing to-free'American institutions as the 
German Kaiser. 


Colonel Thompson ought not be left to carry this burden all 


alone. The Anaconda Copper Company, Butte, Montana, made 
$58,000,000 during the year 1916, and despite a lengthy strike is 
again reported to be operating to capacity. We can name a score 
of other copper concerns, whose profits have been enormous. 


The excess profits tax does not apply to fhe hundreds of 


'V-inUiions earned in 1916 as the result of war prices for copper. 


Possibly Colonel Thompson could be prevailed upon to pass the 
hiat for a fund to carry on the propaganda work among the Ger 
man workingmen, via the Bolsheviki. 
Humanity would certain- 


ly be better served than if it were spent in breaking up organiza- 
tions of laboring men in America.

One American officer has related that the U-boat at- 


tempted to sink the rescuing destroyers, and that one pur- 
sued the submarine and dropped depth bombs, silencing it 
probably for all time.

On the American sector- in France the artillery is en- 


deavoring to even the score with the enemy by bombarding 
heavily German batteries, trenches and other military "tar- 
gets. German guns were silencecTwhen they attempted to 
reply. The American gunners succeeded ,in dispersing a 
large body of Germans, estimated at two battalions, and in 
inflicting losses on the detachment. 


German efforts against the French lines at Verdun and 


in Alsace are growing stronger. 
Infantry attacks have 


taken the place of raids -but the latest German attempts • 
were repulsed with loss by the French northeast of Verdun, 
at the Bois des £95368 and south of Hartmannsweilerifopf, 
in Alsace. Small raids and the usual artillery actions have 
occurred on the British front.

has been slight.

NOTHER investigation of in ilk prices has been made and 
the conclusions announced in the city of Chicago.

The commission, which fixed the price of milk for Chicago 


'•'- decided that milk should be sold to the consumer for 12 cents. 


The distributors insisted that they should have six cents for de- 
livering the milk. They got it. And as Professor Hibbard of 
the University School of Agriculture said yesterday "the farmer 
.got the rest." 


The commission, like most of Its kind, started at the wrong 


end of the problem. What it did in effect was to ask the distribu- 
tors—middlemen, who stand between the producer and the con- 
sumer,—what they wanted. 
Apparently no thought was given 


to the question as,to whether ihe price they asked was necessary, 
or even.whether the. system .of. distribution that prevails in Chi- 
cago and most other. American cities ,wa"s at.ali necessary to the 
handling of milk. The .distributors demanded and they received 
• price that is .wholly unnecessary for the rendering of a service 
that could be cheapened tremendously if the distribution of milk 
were made-a monopoly as water and light are now. 


The milk problem, cannot be settled without giving the pro- 


j |f .ducer of milk the primary consideration. A price must be paid, 


which will yield the farmer a net return equal to that received 
from cheese factories, creameries'and condenseries. 
Otherwise j 


there will be no milk to be had at arty price. After the price has 
been settled upon, if it is. necessary, to fix a price to the consumer, 
attention should be directed to the reduction of the only other 
cost connected with'the sale of milk-, -the- distribution-end.1 And 
this is the only place the consumer is going io get any relief from 
present prices, or prevent the price from going stili higher. It 
will afford the consumer no relief to berate the farmer, as there 
is no v/ay by which the farmer can be compelled to raise cattle, 
or to sell his milk whole to distributors if he. does raise them. 
And the farmer can no ir.ore.be expected to sell his milk in the 
cheapest market than the laborer can be expected to hunt for a
